I sliall thorufore 
take a inia'e dtluig nppirtunity to place 
you in possession of all tlio facts and te, 
explain to you the course I took in deal- 
ing with the dock, which 1 believe was in 
you interest and in that oi tho Province. 
Tho (look ought to huvo been built before 
this, .and must bo pushed to complelioii 
lui speedily as posisiule. 

THE l.SL.\ND n.Ml.WAV. 

The obligation of tho Dominion to con- 
struct this railway is uuduubted. . It is a 
just cr.use of dissatisfaction that tho Do- 

iniiiiiin (;oveiiimciit have not yet pl.icod 
this short but important line of railway 
under construction as agreed upon. I 
am strongly of opinion that if Mr. 
Walkein when in Ottawa in 1880 had 
prcHRod with energy and ability the claims 
of the Pruvinco upon the Dontinion gov- 
ernmont they would have become con- 
vinced of tho desirability of making ar- 
inngemcnta to build tho Island railway, 
and would have included it in tho con- 
tract shortly afterwards made with the 
syndicate. If re-elected I assure you 
that you can rely upon my doing all that 
is [K>r.siblo to bring about the oarly con- 
struction of tlio Island railway. 

Tin: CUl.NFSE QCE.STION. 

The menibors of tho last legislature 
were united in the desire to take all poo- 
siblc steps to stop the influ.l of Chinese 
into tho Pro\?ihce. Whatever appeared 
pr.-icticable in tho way of legislation was 
attempted, and when it became certain 
that the powers enjoyed by^the Australian 
colonies by the exorcise of which Chinese 
immigration had been there checked, were 
not iioaaessed by this Province, but wore 
monopolized by the Dominion at ci^nfed- 
eration, repeated elli.irts were made to 
impress tho Dominion government., with 
tho urgent need of similar legislation to 
prevent British Columbia being overrun 
by Ohinanwii. 

One of the objects of Mr. Walkcm's 
mission to Ottawa in January, 1880, was 
to stop ChincBO immigration. Mr. 
VS alkom had a conversation with Sir 
John A, Macdonald on the subject, but 
no practical solution of the labof diffi- 
culty in connection with the raibvay was 
suggested by him. As sufficient white 
men for railway work wore not in tho 
country it was evident that unless utepn 
wore taken ::iduce whito'immigration 
that tlie Chineeo would corao. Tho con- 
tractors could not reasonably bo .expect- 
ed to briiig initnigrants; like all employ- 
ers of labor they take what they can got. 
My opinion is that tho government should 
have devised a scheme for white immi- 
gration in conjunction with the Domin- 
'.Fpn.' V goyernniont, so as to have left no

The 
funeral took place at 2 p.m. and the body 
was interred in a grave already prepared 
at least 250 foot from the j;rave of .my 
Chinaman, the friend.'i 1 1 the deceased 
making no objection uiiiil .ift< i the yravi- 
was closed. 

Now a "Friend of the Deceased" .says 
that Mr. Uayward performed his duty in 
a satisfactory manner. \Vhat made iMr. 
H. shirk away from the friends of the 
deceased and from the grave? Had hu 
not agreed to piovide a grave case which 
ho did not do( If Mr. H. had carried 
out his agreement I imagine nothing 
would have bocn hoard of this case, t 
suppo-ie ho thought he could bury J. 
Hutchinson at thu Royal Hospital con- 
tract price. Tho public haa heard noth- 
ing of how the victims of mi.sfortune are 
buried by tho undertaker under oontr.ict; 
how they aro hauled out to tho cometary 
in dung wagoiis or some equally cheap 
conveyance at a trot or a gallop. 

The hospital ateward on several oc- 
casions has had to protes, .again )t such 
practices. 

I will inenlion other aubjects to show 
the negligence of the undertakers; ihoy 
frequently neglect to aend the order fur 
tho grave until thoy arrive with the corpse. 
For instance, on 29th June last throe 
Chinamen were brought to the cemetery, 
two by Mr. .Storey and one by .Mr. llay- 
ward. The bodies arrived between 2 and 
b p III.— only one grave prepared. They 
had lo be buried or lay on tho ground all 
night. I have on several occasions ap- 
plied to I ho city council for assistance, 
but none came. When I have employi-d 
anybody I have had to piay ihem myself. 
It IS not the fault of the city C')iinoil. 
Conn. Boyd when present at th.- cemetery 
last Sunday sol men to work. 

It would be far more honest on tho 
part of a '■Friend of tho Deceased " when 
making an individual attack for negli- 
gence ol duty to append his proper 
name.

! ed by a hurricane and tidal wave. The 
I Fiji TiiMs of May 20th says: By the ar- 
\ rival of tho ketch Patience, from Tonga, 
' particulars are to hand of the sovoro hur- 
ricaiie which haa devastated a portion of 
; that group. Captain Castles reporta that 
, the hurricane occurred on April 25th, 
j and that Vau Vau experienced its full 
] violaneo. Tho bark which was lost at 
I tho forrner port was the Don Ouillomo, 
I Captain Johnaon, who \vith all his officers 
i and si.t .seamen, woro drowned wlien the 
; vesaol went down. Fivo boys were Haved 
: from the wreck. Tho bark now lies in 
\ thirty fathoms of water. Tho -hurricane 
I was accompanied by a tidal wave fifteen 
I feet high, which sifept over the Island 
anri did terrible liamago. Tlie storehouse 
i of .McArtliur & Co., Auckland, which al 
; that time cuntaineil over three liundred 
I tons cif copra awaiting shipment, wa.', 
i destroyed. All tho natives' houses, and 
I many of European construction, were 
j carried away. I'lio cocoanut trees snap- 
I pod off like pipe stems, and the island 
j presents a scene of widespread deaolatlon. 

The John \\ ealey, Captain Doncaster, 
! from Sydney fur Tahiti, with twonty-tive 
j pa.ssengers, most of whom wore Euro- 
I peans, arrived about fivo hours before the 

■ hurricane began. She had a fearfully 
' rough pa.asagis, and had three of her boats 

smashed to piecea at the davits, but for- 
' tuiiately reached the poit without more 
:>orious damage. The hurricane is said to 

■ liave been the worst ever experienced in 
I that proiip'. Toiigatabu escaped alto- 
gether. In Aoii^;atoa all tho churches were 

j destroyed, two thousand houses were 
leveled; the stores and copra houses, with 

■ their coutents, and everything that hap- 
j pened to be near the sea, were completely 
I swept away. . A schooner was carried in- 
I land, .and a German bark (Cassilis) found- 
' ered.

\ society established in Austria for 
tho benefit of the German Bchoois of the 
Enijiiro in to acquire an abundant, 
working capital by means of a volun- 
tary tax, which the students at the Uni- 
versity of Vienna haAe agreed to im- 
pose upon tlieir con.sumption of beer. 
Whenever ono of them disposes of six 
glas.ses of beor at a sitting, ho must, 
instead of taking a seventh glass, con- 
triljutp sovoii kreutzers (about 4i 
cimts) to the fund of the socint-y. 
Thero arc 2,000 audi students, and it 
is estimatod that each of them on an 
average drinks his six glasses at least 
twice a week. This will give the 
.society an income of nearly §10,000 a 
year.

The party saw 
tliouaand.'i of buflalo bred from thoso 
left by an Imperial settlement party 
many years ago, The trees were total- 
ly different from those of the Terri- 
tory, beinj; more umbrageous, .The 
character and capabilities of the soil 
are highly spoken of. 

A war dance wafi lately performed 
at liaabi, Tonga, in tint presence of 
Iving Oeorgc and the Resident Miasiou- 
ary, upon tho occasion of the.ka- 
taoga (native meetine) held to, :cel6- 
brnte the establishment of the Tonga 
Church. 

A letter from Noumea, New Cale- 
donia, June Stb .say-s: The Captain, 
Government agnnt and crew of the 
Queensland schooner Magnet, ninety- 
two tons, arrived here on the 31st of 
May in tho schooner Port Villa, the 
Magnet having become a total wreck on 
the island of Tunna, at a place twenty 
miles from Port; Reaolution. During a 
dead calm tho schooner, on the 3l.it of 
Miiy, was by the swell of the sea lifted 
first over a small reef, then hard and 
fast upon another. The vessel was 
crowded by natives, who plundered hor 
of everything, cutting the sailsfrom the 
yards by running a knife along the 
canvas, too impatient to unbend thetu. 
Sixty muskets and 125 pounds of pow- 
der fell into their hands. Taking to 
their boats the crew escaped with 
their lives, but no more, and eventually 
reached Port Rpsolution.
